The Student Governing Association 
has taken an idea from Dean of Students 
Pat Bosco and created a week-long cele- 
bration called Week Of Welcome. 

WOW begins Sunday and will last 
until the following Saturday. 

Emily Haug, senior in political sci- 
ence and student coordinator for Week 
of Welcome, said SGA has been working 
on the project since last spring. 

She said with the help of a planning 
committee and participation from vari- 
ous on- and off-campus organizations, 
including all the colleges at K-State, SGA 
has created a more organized system to 
welcome students back to campus. 

"Our goal is to improve student re- 
tention, and if students are able to find 
a connection with K-State within the 
first weeks of school, we hope they will 
be able to have a meaningful experience 
at K-State," Haug said.

The K-State 
Marching Band will also perform and 
help review several K-State traditions, in- 
cluding the fight song. Afterward, Union 
Program Council will present the movie 



"Adventureland" at the stadium. 

"We're hoping to make a new tradi- 
tion at K-State and get students excited 
about K-State and the upcoming athlet- 
ics season," Haug said. 

Throughout the week, there will be 
various activities, like the Union Expo 
and Activities Carnival, Career and Em- 
ployment Services Backyard Barbecue, 
Wildcat Welcome Day and the Part-time 
Opportunities Fair. 

Gayle Spencer, assistant dean of stu- 
dent life and coordinator of student ac- 
tivities and services, said WOW is a time 
for students to learn what is available to 
them at K-State. 

"Week Of Welcome is a great op- 
portunity for new and returning students 
to get acquainted with resources on cam- 
pus," Spencer said. 

Bosco said he hopes WOW will al- 
low students to feel welcome on campus 
and solve any concerns they might have 
by learning of the services available to 
them.

Housing and Dining Services find housing for displaced students

Many K- State students 
signed up to live in the residence 
halls this fall semester, but not 
all of them were lucky enough to 
receive a permanent assignment 
before the school year begins. 

THE PROBLEM 

For the past several years, 
K-State has dealt with the prob- 
lem of overflow housing, which 
Vice President for Student Life 
Pat Bosco attributes largely to 
"[student] word of mouth to 
their friends on what a great 
place residence halls are to live, 
learn, eat, stay and sleep in." 



K-State has a high retention 
rate for its residence halls, which 
takes up space from ever-grow- 
ing freshmen classes. Despite ef- 
forts to open new rooms which 
include converting unused com- 
munity bathrooms in Ford and 
Haymaker halls into new rooms 
with beds for more than 100 stu- 
dents, the demand is still higher 
than the current supply, which 
causes the unfortunate reality 
that some students simply will 
not receive permanent housing 
at the beginning of the semester. 

This year, Housing and Din- 
ing Services expects approxi- 
mately 250 students to live in 
overflow housing. 

Amy Parsons, president of 



the Association of Residence 
Halls, said housing assignments 
are still "kind of unsure. No one 
quite knows what's going to hap- 
pen until people move in." 

Derek Jackson, associate di- 
rector of administrative services 
and residence life, said the prob- 
lem results from late housing ap- 
plications. 

"We work on a first come, 
first served basis," Jackson said. 
"The unfortunate reality is that, 
while we try to accommodate 
as many students as we can, at 
some point there simply aren't 
any more beds available." 

THE SOLUTION 

There are several locations 



K-State Housing and Dining 
Services plan to use to accom- 
modate overflow students. 

Resident Assistants will 
have roommates; study rooms 
will be used as student spaces; 
select four-bedroom units in Jar- 
dine Apartments will have dou- 
ble occupancy for the first part 
of the semester; and 11 wom- 
en will live in the basement of 
the under-enrolled Smurthwaite 
Scholarship House. 

"We're planning on getting 
11 girls who are going to live 
in the basement," said Smurth- 
waite resident Chelsea Rohr. 
"The rooms they will be living in 
are similar to rooms in regular 
residence halls, with a desk and 



bunk for each resident." 

In addition to the four over- 
flow locations, Ford Hall will 
house more than 70 more res- 
idents than last year in perma- 
nent housing units, while Hay- 
maker also has several new 
rooms, bringing the total num- 
ber of new housing available up 
to 108. 

Administrators hope to con- 
tinue to steadily increase the 
amount of housing available by 
turning more unused spaces into 
student housing. 

For example, Jackson said, 
many floors that have only suites 
with private bathrooms still have 
community bathrooms. Those 
community bathrooms will be 
turned into student spaces to ac- 
commodate a few extra people 
in the next year or so. 

Jackson also said Housing 
and Dining is in Phase II of in- 
vestigating building a new resi- 
dence hall. 

"We are talking to architects 
throughout the state of Kansas 
about potential costs and loca- 
tions for building a new dorm, 
and we are also researching the 
numbers to make sure that it is 
necessary and justifiable to build 
an entirely new building," Jack- 
son said. 

As space opens up in the 
residence halls, students living 
in overflow housing will move 
to permanent housing. 

Students sharing rooms 
with RAs and living in convert- 
ed study rooms will be the first 
to move to permanent housing. 
Smurthwaite expects to be sec- 
ond on the list to have overflow 
students move, while Jardine 
will be the last place from which 
students transfer into a perma- 
nent home. 

Bosco said he is pleased 
with the way K-State has han- 
dled overflow housing through- 
out the years. 

"I haven't heard anything 
but positive comments about 
our willingness to bend over 
backwards to accommodate stu- 
dents who, because they missed 
a deadline or made a last-minute 
decision to attend K-State, are in 
need of a place to stay," Bosco 
said.

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K- State traditions every incoming student should know

K-State has developed a 
multitude of traditions since its 
founding in 1863. Here are just 
some of the fun historic tidbits 
about the university. 

THE POWERCAT 

The Powercat is the official logo 
for K-State athletics. Illustrator 
Tom Bookwalter created the em- 
blem in 1989 for head football 
coach Bill Snyder, who wanted a 
new logo for his team. 

WILLIE THE WILDCAT 

Willie the Wildcat is K-State's of- 
ficial mascot. He has been spot- 
ted on the sidelines of K-State 
sporting events since 1947 and 
has undergone several make- 
overs since his first appearance. 
However, Willie's identity re- 
mains a secret to this day. The 
cartoon version of Willie the 
Wildcat appeared at the begin- 
ning of the 1960s, with comical, 
fierce and pumped-up incarna- 
tions appearing since then. 

Prior to Willie, a black Labrador 
named Boscoe could be found 
at K-State events from 1906 to 
1909, and as early as 1922, a real 
wildcat named Touchdown rep- 
resented K-State at games.

ANDERSON HALL 

Anderson Hall is home to the 
offices of the president, provost 
and dean of students, along with 
central administration figures. It 
was named after John A. Ander- 
son, K-State's second president, 
in 1902. In addition to admin- 
istrative offices, Anderson Hall 
has housed a chapel, library, stu- 
dent lounge, various academic 
units and post office. 

CALL HALL PURPLE PRIDE 
ICECREAM 

Purple Pride blueberry ice cream 
came about in the late 1960s 
when K-State professor Harold 
Roberts wanted to spark interest 
in football and promote school 
pride. Only the dairy manager of 



Call Hall knows the official rec- 
ipe. Call Hall sells on average 
6,400 half gallons of ice cream 
in a nine-month period. 

PURPLE POWER PLAY ON 
POYNTZ 

The city of Manhattan closes 
off the downtown area for a 
carnival event on the Thursday 
and Friday nights before the 
first home football game. Purple 
Power Play includes a firework 
display and pep rally with 
Wildcat athletes and coaches to 
boost K-State pride. 

THE WABASH CANNONBALL 

The Wabash Cannonball was the 
only piece of band music to sur- 
vive the Nichols Hall fire. To- 
day, this song is a K-State tra- 
dition and is commonly played 
at sporting events. It inspires K- 
Staters to gyrate back and forth 
whenever it's played. 

OPEN HOUSE 

K-State's biggest event, which 
takes place in April every year, 
traces its origins to several col- 
lege events with 50 years of 
tradition like Home Econom- 
ics Hospitality Day, Engineers' 
Open House and Ag Day. For- 
mer U.S. Sen. Bob Dole spoke 
at the first all-university Open 
House in 1969. 




K-State's Powercat 

TOINTON FAMILY STADIUM 

This 2,500-seat stadium is the 
home of Wildcat baseball. It was 
dedicated in spring 2002. 

BRAMLAGE COLISEUM 

Named after the late Fred Bram- 
lage, a Junction City business- 
man, Bramlage Coliseum is 
home to K-State men's and 
women's basketball. Fred Bram- 
lage was a major contributor to 
the construction of the 13,500- 
seat coliseum, which opened in 
1988. Bramlage also is home to 
Landon Lectures and concerts 
that are expected to draw large 
crowds. 

SNYDER FAMILY STADIUM 

Named KSU Stadium until 
2005, Snyder Family Stadium is 
dedicated to head football coach 
Bill Snyder. The stadium seats 
52,200 fans. 



ROYAL PURPLE, THE SCHOOL 
COLOR 

Representatives from each class 
chose K-State's official color in 
1896; however, the faculty did not 
approve it until 1921. Contrary 
to popular belief, royal purple 
is K-State's only official color, 
though it is commonly paired 
with black, white and silver. 

WILDCAT VICTORY 

Harry E. Erickson, a K-State stu- 
dent, wrote the fight song "Wild- 
cat Victory" in 1927. 

AGGIEVILLE 

The Aggieville business district 
is located along Moro and Lara- 
mie streets in Manhattan, catty- 
corner from K-State. Aggieville is 
home to many shopping and din- 
ing hot spots, including Varney's 
Bookstore. The district started as 
a single laundry shop in 1889. 

HOMECOMING 

Wether it's designing banners, 
performing group chants, paint- 
ing windows in Aggieville or 
building parade floats, Home- 
coming is always a fun and in- 
teresting way to meet new peo- 
ple and participate in out of the 
ordinary activities. Every year 
has a different theme that clubs, 
greeks and residence halls can 
compete in.

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Marlatt goes co-ed; historically-male hall stirred-up

Freshmen moving into the 
newly updated Marlatt Hall 
might not be aware of the sig- 
nificant changes that have tak- 
en place there this summer or 
the commotion it has stirred. 
Along with recent facility up- 
grades and the installation of 
a new honors program clus- 
ter floor, there is an adjustment 
Marlatt men will have to make 
for the first time: Marlatt has 
gone co-ed. 

This fall, the spacious tra- 
ditional and suite-style rooms 
of Marlatt will be occupied by 
both men and women for the 
first time. 

While this change has giv- 
en many new people the oppor- 
tunity to move into Marlatt, it's 
also the reason why many for- 
mer residents will not be return- 
ing to the hall. 

For students like Pat Short, 
senior in architectural engineer- 
ing and outgoing president of 
Marlatt Hall, living within the 
hall is no longer a considerable 
option. 

Short said the switch to co- 
ed and the way it was handled 
was why some upset residents 
will not be moving back in. 

"There were several people 
who were disappointed with 
the change," Short said. "The 
situation was not handled very 
well at all." 

Short said K-State Housing 
and Dining Services proposed 
the change but didn't really ac- 
cept any input from students. 

"Being a senior male with 
all freshmen girls moving in 
didn't seem too particularly at- 
tractive," Short said. 

However, Keith McVey, 
previous Marlatt resident and 
junior in architectural engineer- 
ing, said he was thrilled to hear 
Marlatt had gone co-ed. 

"Going to the dorms was 
probably the best thing that has 
happened to me socially, and 
I think Marlatt going co-ed is 
a good idea," said McVey, who 
is moving out of Marlatt with 
some friends, though he said his 
decision had nothing to do with 
the big change.

Despite several disgruntled 
former residents, Housing and 
Dining Services has stood by 
its decision to make Marlatt a 
co-ed dorm. 

"Anytime there is a change, 
there will be people who resist, 
but this ultimately made sense," 
said Nick Lander, K-State assis- 
tant director of residence life. 
"Looking at the statistics, only 
4.7 percent of incoming men 
requested an all-male facility. 
With this number being so low, 
we had to meet their demands." 

Lander also said he 
thought the change would 
prove to be best for the men in 
the residence hall. 

"Men tend to do better in 
co-ed facilities," he said. 



Amy Parsons, junior in 
agribusiness and president of 
the Association of Residence 
Halls, said she thinks the 
change was necessary since 
there are more women than 
men in the system. 

Parsons acknowledged that 
not everyone could be pleased 
by this decision, but she sup- 
ports it. 

"It is difficult to cater to ev- 
eryone's needs, and I am sin- 
cerely sorry for anyone's nega- 
tive feelings," Parsons said.
